John A. Wagner, chairman: of the 
epublican State Central Committee, 
recently called on all ‘citizens, re- 
gardless of party affiliagion, to ‘be 
alert to the changes made by. the 
1945 legislature in the a ee elec- 
tion laws. 

‘It is vital. to the cause of repre- 
sentative: government,”  the~ GOP) 
chairman declared, “that-all Michigan 
citizens eligible to do so register and 
vote in the November election. 

~“We may ‘ot all agyee on. issues,” 
che pointed out, “but ‘we should ‘be| 
united in the declaration. that the best 
way to decide issues. is through ‘the 
ballot. It is the duty: of every citizen 
who beHeves in representative gov- 
ernment to register and vote.” 

Calling attention to changes .. in 
Michigan election laws, Mr. Wagner |: 
‘said: “The 1945 Jegislature.amended | 
the general election law to ‘make it 
mandatory for all townships. and cit- 
ies, regardless of population, to adopt 
the permanent registration system. 
Prior to this, the permanent registra- 
tion was mandatory only i in townships 
and. cities ‘of . 5,000. population ‘or 
over, : 

“The initial. registration or, -re- 
registration,” he: explained, ‘in 
those ‘townships and cities not now 
operating under thes permanent sys- 
tem must be completed not later than 
the twentieth day preceding the elec- 
tion November 5. This would make 
registration necessary by October i6. 

“Registration on election day ‘s 
limited to those whe, on account of 
illness or bodily infirmity of himself 
or some member of his family, or ow- 
ing to his absence from the township 
or city.on public or personal business, 
were unable to make application for, 
registration on prescribed. registra- | 
tion days, provided he or: she js ac- 


companied and idenfified by a regis-; 


tered voter known to. a member of 
the. election. board. 

“Therefore,” the Republican chair- 
man. said, “no general. registration -or 
re-registration of ‘voters may be made 
on any election day. Under the per- 
manent registration provisions of the 
election ‘Jaw, however, registration, 
may be made on election day-in case

I. mention the effectiveness’ of 
“artillery” im tM latter sense, 
not to belittle the doughboy who 
is really the “ultimo ratio,” but-be- 
cause the projectile, either carried 
in a plane or by propulsion in-a 
rocket, is what might be called the 


‘definitive weapon. 


The point is we did not develop 
the rocket in the Civil war because 
we felt we had something better 
(breech-loading . rifled . artillery 
and small arms). And again the 
rocket. was set aside by a decision 
arrived at hefore we engaged 
actively: in World War. II when our 
experts, both in the army and out 
of it, including the great indus- 
trialists. who could. gauge our pro- 
duction capacity, felt the airplane 
was. a superior weapon. 

We did not entirely neglect study 
and experimentation on the rock- 
et. during the war, however, and 
now we are probably farther ad- 
vanced in this: type of “artillery 
than any other nation. We ‘also 
have learned to project our .“‘artil- 
lery” by means of the ‘“drone’’ 
(pilotless airplane). On August 7, 
the dones droned. their way from 
Honolulu to California. One of them 
dropped a bomb. The rest landed 
successfully. A plane with no pilot 
can bomb a nation that far distant 
jwithout risking human life.

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WAR CONTRACTS INQUIRY: 
COULD GET OUT OF HAND 


WASHINGTON, — .The politi- 
cians. are chuckling. at. the’ politi-. 
cal implication behind the May — 
scandal case, : , 

The inside story is that Mr..May, 
chairman of the. house’ military af- 
fairs’ commtittee, walked into the 
difficulties with the Mead investi- 
gating committee; and. that the in- 
vestigation was not inspired other- | 
wise. As May is a. conservative: -. 
Democrat, and Senator: Mead of 
New. York has aspirations for the 
governorship, certain political au- 
thorities’ had circulated the report 
that the case against May was: 
worked up for purposes of widen- 
ing. the split ‘within Democratic 
ranks by the liberal side fer the 
purposes of punishing ‘a conserva- 
tive Southerner. Tf it did not origi- 
nate in such purposes, it certainly 
had. that political ‘effect. oS 

However logical. this. report. may 
sound. to some, the inside stery is. 
that the Mead committee member- 
ship was. making a rontine cheek 
into the complicated financial. set- 
up in the Garsson companies.

Selective cutting was forgotten. in 
the war-time rush to get out the 
lumber, From: what the lumbermen 
say we doubt if selective cutting ever 
‘will be adopted: voluntarily by .the 
lumber. industry. There is always a 
competitor and a competitor’s price. 
Eventually state control must, come, 
perhaps ona cooperative basis. 

A one-time big industry in New- 
berry, the county seat of Luce county

CAN PREVENT SPREAD OF 
NEW POULTRY DISEASE. 

Although Michigan is compara- 
lively free from ‘the new poultry ma- 
lady known as “Newcastle disease,; 
“Michigan ..State . college poultry 
specialists and bacteriologists | be- 
lieve precautions taken by the poul- 
fry raisers can prevent its spread. 

Dr. Charles H. Cunningham re- 
commends that poultrymen. having 
any suspects among their - flocks 
should bring.t hem. to the bacterio= 
logy laboratory of-the college at East 
Lansing, Since. many baby chicks ure 
shipped through express and paree] 
post channels, he recommends that 
the suspected: birds not be shipped; 
as: this’ may: spread the disease, 
should ‘it exist. Bringing in suspected 
live: or dead fowl also’ enables the 
scientists to obtain from the -floci 
owner ‘more. ‘case “history. .At least 
three birds, preferably: one or : two 
recently afflicted, should be brought 
in, he said, The service is frée.. to 
Michigan. residents. 

The, disease is difficult: to diagnose 
without laboratory tests, but symp- |: 
toms include ‘the bird’s - “inability ta| 
keep balance and a twisted neck; 

Dr. James A.- Bivens, -also’ of the 
bacteriology _ department, says the 
greatest. loss in adult: birds is.in de- 
creased egg -production:. ‘Few of. that 
age die, but egg production stops for 
about five.:weeks. Fatalities among 
younger chickens averages about 40 
‘percent in the United States. In 
other countries, mortaljty has’ been 
almost 100 percent in all ages... 

Should any birds with the disease 
get into the. commercial .. market, 
which is unlikely, the meat, if pro= 
perly cooked, would not be harm- 
ful. to the. consumer, the bacteriolo- 
gist. report. . 

Poultry ‘producers - should’ ine 
particular care’to disinfect a crates 
coming. on. premises, ‘be careful in 
disposition of dead birds, never re- 
use feed bags, do not. admit visitors 
among flocks without- proper ~ pre- 
cautions and -practice every care of

_ Labor Day tomorrow! And much 
in the thinking of all America will 
be the ‘right division of the fruits 
of investment of time and money. 
Property rights. are fundamental. 
God’s Word teaches us the proper 
attitude toward our own rights and 
the rights of others; ‘namely, hon- 
esty, yes, just plain old-fashioned 
onesty. 

In such a time; the believer in 
Christ ‘needs. to’ be doubly vigilant 
lest he accommodate his own stand- 
ards of honesty to those of the world; 
I. Honest in Purpose (Exod. 20:15). 
We cannot. tolerate anything ‘in 
word or. deed ‘that can be regarded 
as stealing what belongs to another. 
The _very..commandment against 
stealing implies that men have a 
right to that which they have made, 
earned or saved. 

If no one had any property rights 
there could be no stealing. Some of 
our modern political and social isms ‘ 
deny such rights, but: their reason- 
ing is clearly not biblical or Chris- 
tian. 

“Thou shalt not steal,’’-forbids ev- | 
ery kind of theft, and this includes 
more than robbery. or - ordinary 
stealing (see Lev, 19:11-13). 

It. relates: to. every kind of false 
dealing - with another, such as op- 
pression or the withholding of just 
wages, That, too, is stealing. in 
God’s sight. .- : 
Perhaps we ought to be more 
specific. and. apply the truth to our 
own . day. Stealing includes such 
things as loafing on one’s job, bor- 
rowing money from the cash draw- 
er, taking goods from the stock with 
which one. is working, stealing an- 
other man’s sermon and preaching 
it as one’s own, lifting material out 
of another man’s book without cred- 
it, contracting debts which one can 
never pay, using false weights and
